A Cyclist’s Plaint. 


Aprepos-of your well-justified complaint 
oí the very unsatisfactory condition of the 
footpaths on the principal thoroughfares 
in Pembroke and Rathmines township 
there are, writes a correspondent, one or 
[wagoí the principal streets on the south 
: f the city to which the attention of 
the Dublin Commissioners might be 
directed. 

One of the most noticeable is Lower 
Leeson street, from the bridge to St. 
Stephen's Green, which for months past 
has been in a much neglected state, ruts 
and hollows breaking its suriace at 
trequent intervals, and rendering it for 
cyclists a very unsafe thoroughfare, 
especially after lighting-up time. The bad 
condition of this important highway is 
made all the more remarkable, inasmuch 
as the streets adjoining it have been re- 
faced and asphalted of late. 


Al Progressive District. 


While journeying from the North 
Strand to Dollymount the other day I 
was struck by the wide range of improve-- 
ments that have been effected in this dis- 
trict. Old bridges have been replaced by 
stately structures, new roads have been 
made and thoroughfares widened, nume- 
rous houses and shops of all kinds have 
been built; while from Fairview on 
towards Clontarf Baths a large expanse of 
sea has been reclaimed, and a healthy 
playground has been provided for the 
children of this now populous locality.

When Sergeant John Echlin, R.U.C., 
was giving evidence a few days ago at the 
Ferm County Cou he was 
addrt correctly by the Clerk of the 
Peace, the solicitors, and the magistrate 
as “Sir John.”

The family estate was originally in Kil- 
dare and Scotland, and the last of the 
Echlins to reside on the estate was Sir 
John’s great-grandfather, Sir Ferdinand 
Echlin. The estate at brea time, like 
many others, was very heavily mortguyed, 
and had to be sold. The present eee 
who is a native of Dublin, had been in 
the old H.I.C,, and joined the R.U.C. in 
1922. Lady Echlin was Miss Patricia 
Jones, a Dublin lady. 


An Alpine Garden. 


As I was passing recently over New- 
bridge, which, in contradiction to its 
name, is one of the oldest bridges in Co. 
Kildare, I caught sight of a most en- 
trancing garden. Built on the slope of 
the river bank, it descended by twisted, 
flagged paths and little rocky steps to the 
river iself. At the bottom of the garden, 
over the river, the trees had been brushed 
with a tender green, and in contrast to 
this,\in the garden itself, a deep red crab 
apple flowered high up, and had as neigh- 
bour a pale rose double cherry tree. 
Between them bloomed a scarlet Japanese 
maple, while smaller and slightly darker 
Japanese maples spread their curious 
carved’ loolmg leaves over the flowers. 

From the bridge one had the impression 
of rose, scarlet, pale green, and running 
water, the flowers and rock plants that 
bloomed in luxuriance giving only an 
indeterminate impression of masses of 
glowing colours. It was like a tiny fairy- 
land. I was lucky enough to find the 
owner at work, and she told me that she 
had found the garden four years ago 
a bank of rubbish, scutch grass and 
nettles, and that she had transformed it 
herself into what it is at present, unaided, 
except for a boy. 


Edelweiss and Gentian. 


When travelling in Austria she had 
brought home many plants. From tne 
Alps she brought edelweiss, gentian of 
two kids, and a variety of rock plants. 
The gentian now are showing their deep 
blue bells; anemones of the brightest red 
and purple top the slope. Lines of tulips 
of red and grey-mauve seemed to make a 
fine show, with their unbending heads. 
but the owner said that this was not a 
good year for tulips, and that those in her 
garden were not healthy. Here and there, 
before the rocky steps end at the river's 
edge, there are little pools of water, and 
later on pink spirea and mauve and 
purple irises, whose roots are buried in 
tubs, will bloom about these. At the 
water's edge small, plain wooden benches 
are set, while a mass of foliage beyond 
the garden makes an admirable back- 
ground. The Japanese maples will retain 
their beautiful colour all through the 
summer. 


A Sort of Londoner. 


The impénding Presidential election in 
U.S.A. will have a special and unusual 
interest for Londoners, because Mr. 
Hoover, for some years resident with his 
charming American wife in West Ken- 
sington, is the fancied candidate on the 
Republican ticket.

His probable 
Democratic opponent, if the Republicans 
do run him, will be New York’s pro- 
gressive Governor, “Al” Smith, whose 
undoubted popularity and gifts are some- 
what queered, from the American party 
organiser’s standpoint, by the fact that 
he is a strong Roman Catholic.

Names of Racehorses. 


This year’s first sale of thoroughbred 
stock at Newmarket provokes one observa- 
tion here. The most happily named 
animal in the list was a filly sent from 
the well-known Kimmage Stud in Co. 
Dublin. This was Mr. Denis Carton’s 
Melrosa, the name that is borne in all the 
charters by Melrose Abbey, made world- 
renowned by Scott. 

There was a time when the greatest 
breeders of racing stock, such as bir 
Joseph Hawtrey, were most punctilious 
in the choice of names. Their cardinal 
principle was to suggest the parentage on 
one side at least, and their aim received 
its entire fulfilment when the name of a 
youngster suggested, either in form or 
meaning, both sire and dam. These nice 
considerations were swept away when the 
torrent of “new rich’’ poured upon the 
English Turf. 

The fancy of the moment, without a 
shadow of suitability, was enough. Worst 
of all was the whim, which found in the 
Duke of Westminster (not the great owner 
of Ormonde and Bend Or) a chief offender, 
of spelling some word backwards. Thus 
we got the rank crop of “ Erehwemos,”’ 
etc. 


Che Kimmage Tradition. 


Mr. Denis Carton, however, always has 
been a faithful upholder of the more re- 
spectable tradition, here as elsewhere. It 
will, therefore, be no surprise to find that 
Meleager was the sire of Melrosa, and 
Rosa Bonheur her dam. This latter fine 
brood mare was bred by her owner, and 
her own name is another instance of 
happy choice, being the name of the 
greatest of women painters of horses. 

The mare’s sire was Sir Joshua, called 
from the greatest English painter of his 
time, and her dam was Rosy Dimple. It 
would be hard to find a fitter combination 
of the two. Other examples might be set 
out, for the Kimmage Stud has secured 
unigue distinction in this regard.

CREATES PRECEDENT. 


—— 
DESCENT FROM SUN-GODDESS

T2 forthcoming marriage of Pring 
Chichibu, the Phy suí of Bus. 

Japanese Emperor, and the heir appa 
a wi ~ Scena. will be one of the most 
remarkable weddings that has ever taken 
place in the Imperial Japanese house- 
hold. It is not merely as an imperial 
matrimonial precedent that the wedding is 
remarkable, but far more as an emphatic 
sympton of the tremendous democratic 
‘evolution that is changing the whole 
social organisation and system of values 
so tapidly in Japan. ae 

Perhaps, the Japanese historian of the 
future will group the event of universal 
suffrage, and the forthcoming marriage of 
the royal Chichibu—which, like the 
former, will take place this year—as two 
of the most important events in the 
Japanese history of the last decade. 

Prince Chichibu, it may be remembered, 
became engaged to Miss Setsu Matsudaira, 
the daughter of the Japanese Ambassador 
in Washington, a few months ago. The 
announcement of their engagement came 
as a tremendous, though pleasant, surprise 
to the Japanese nation. Miss Setsu 
Matsudaira is a commoner, and, for the 
first time in comparftively authentic his- 
tory, a son of the Emperor had chosen 
his bride from among the people. No one 
who has not had any experience of the 
inspired, almost sacred, devotion of the 
Japanese people to their ruler and his 
household can fully appreciate what the 
affect of Prince Chichibu’s choice on the 
mind of the nation must be. 


SPANNED CENTURIES. 


When he chose his bride the Prince 
spanned centuries. Only yesterday the 
imperial family was the most select, 
secret and isolated in the world. looking 
back over the years to where the red 
dawn of civilisation glows on the first 
kings of history, Japan believed that the 
Emperor could trace his descent in a 
direct, unbroken line to the great sun- 
goddess, Ainiterasu, the founder of the 
| Japanese nation. On the unquestioned 
popular legendary it was the oldest, most 
united and purest royal family in the 
world. 

For the people the atmosphere of a 
powerful religion enclosed the Mikado and 
his family. Through him the great sun- 
gaddess willed and _ ruled. Railway 
engines and electric light did not al] at 
once destroy this great elementa] faith in 
the divine power and richt of the ruler. 

The imperal train passes within sight 
of a foreign hote] in Tokio, and a waiter 
hurriedly draw the blinds. “My 
Emperor passes,’’ he says; ‘‘ do not look.’’ 
All day long the crowd waits in the heat 
and dust to see the Emperor ride through 
to his coronation. When he appears, all 
heads are bowed in the dust. “The 
Emperor passes; do not look.’’ The 
Emperor is seriously ill, and, in the 
blizzard and cold, crowds flock to the sea- 
shores and shrines to pray for his pre- 
servation. 


“TOO GREAT AN HONOUR.” 


Now, in one step, Prince Chichibu— 
who until the Emperor’s wife, who has 
borne him several daughters, bears a son, 
Is heir to the throne—is putting his 
wed@ing ring on a commoner’s finger, 
thereby breaking with centuries of 
tradition and superstition. When the 
Prince's envoy conveyed the news to Miss 
Matsudaira, she and her father were over- 
whelmed. “It is too great an honour. I 
cannot accept. I beg the Prince to excuse 
me,’ she said. But again Prince 
Chichibu asked for their betrothal, and 
the engagement was officially announced. 
Even then the Prince’s act was felt to be 
so untraditional that a relative of Miss 
Matsudaira, who is a peer, had to adopt 
her before the Emperor's consent was 
obtained. 

The marriage, apart from its social and 
political significance, is an interesting 
manifestation of Prince Chichibu’s char- 
acter. ‘The Prince was for a considerable 
time a student at Oxford. He has a better 
understanding and knowledge, perhaps 
admiration, for western civilisation than 
any of his predecessors had. He is less 
self-consciously imperial than probably 
any Japanese Prince has been. He is 
interested in sports, and is himself a keen 
athlete--a typical modern Japanese young 
man. His choice of Miss Matsudaira is, 
therefore, after all, not inexplicable. She 
is typical of the best modern Japanese 
young woman. She is a great sports- 
woman, and one of Japan’s best woman 
tennis players. At Washington she has 
been extremely popular, with the members 
of the Embassy. Only recently Sir Esmé 
Howard presented her with a beautiful 
silver bowl as a wedding gift from the 
Diplomatic Corps. 

Japan has turned her back forever on 
her past.’ She is looking steadily ahead 
towards a democratic future; and of this 
the marriage of Prince Chichibu, heir 
apparent, to Miss Matsudaira, commoner, 
seems to be symbolical.

There is really no picture of the 
year, though doubtless the public will find 
one for itself, but two paintings by Sir 
William Orpen will attract great atten- 
tion, one being a portrait of Dame Madge 
Kendal, and the other — on the law 
of an extremely clevér, if somewhat 
mordant, nature. | 

Two studies of the nude, by Mrs. Laura 
Knight, will also secure notice—they are 
so powerful and naturalistic. = 

any portaits of men distinguished 

only in small circles, and of ladies even 
less known, decorate or cover the walls, 
while a feature this year .is the great 
number of flower studies, a concession to 
a prevailing fashion, Landscapes are 
many, and in most cases very fine, while 
the old favourite, ‘‘The Church of the 
Salute, Venice,” figures repeatedly. 


e SIX STRANGE PICTURES. 

Religious subjects are few, and I could 
discover only two pictures dealing with 
war subjects. There is nothin like a 
story picture, such as the Hon. J. Collier 
used to exhibit, and the allegorical is 
altogether missing, except im one excep- 
tional instance. 

This is the exhibition of six strange 
pictures by the late Mr. Charles Sims. 
They are beautifully painted, of vivid 
colouring, and show strange little nude 
figures outlined against greater, but 
almost nebulous, representations of spirits 
—great widely-opened eyes, veiled faces— 
expressing ineffable love, strange light 
effects, and a genera] sense of a soul 
groping in the darkness, is conveyed. . 

As pictures the. works are beyond criti- 
cism. They convey so little to the ordinary 
person, though; it is said, that the 
occultists claim to perceive a purpose in 
them. They will, at any rate, attract and 
puzzle all who see them. 


THE KING. 

“His Majesty the King ” is the sub- 
ject of a portrait by Sir Arthur Cope. 
The King is shown wearing naval 
uniform, with the mantle of the “setae 

é 
stands in an easy position,, with the left 
hand resting upon the sword hilt, and the 
right, closed, resting upon the hip. The 
background is effectively com of 
white columns, but the foreground, of pea- 
cock blue carpet, strikes a somewhat 
harsh note. The face and head are admir- 
able as regards colouring and flesh tints, 
but, taken altogether, the picture is not the 
portrait of the King that we are stil! 
looking for. It has not quite the air of 
dignity associated with the King on State 
occasions, though the pose is quite good 
and effective. 

A little distance away from the portrait 
of the King is one of “Her Majesty the 
Queen,’ by Mr. Arthur T. Nowell. In a 
gown of her favourite blue, the Queen is 
depicted wearing rows of pearls, and a 
pear] and diamond tiara is resting upon 
her soft white hair. The face seems a 
little hard in its repose, but the colouring 
is good. The hands are extremely well 
done,. the right holding a fan, and the 
other lightly grasping the draperies of the 
train. The artist’s painting of the jewelled 
embroidery on the gown is extraordinarily 
good, the diamonds and sapphire being 
simulated with great effect. 


PRINCESS MARY. 

Mr. Richard Jack this year has Prin- 
cess Mary for a subject, and the result is 
a very gracious presentment of a gracious 
personality. It is no representation of a 
very beautiful lady gorgeously robed *for 
the occasion, but a pleasing and essenti- 
ally satisfying portrait of a young 
Englishwoman wearing a black velvet 
gown, with three rows of beautiful pearls. 


A PROBLEM PICTURE. 


Almost next to the pertrait of the Prin- 
cess is Sir William Orpen’s jest, ‘‘ The 
Black Cap, or the Passing of His Lord- 
ship.’’ Everybody will be asking, “‘ What 
does it mean?’’ A decrepit old judge 
wearir.g robes of gold and black, usually 
donned 
chequer, is passing along a corridor pre- 
ceded by an usher bearing a wand, and 
wearing a scarlet robe, and followed by a 
foctinan in yellow and blue, who carries 
his train. The judge is bent double with 
age, and supports himself with a cane. 
In his right hand he dangles from his 
finger tips the three-cornered black cap 
worn by judges when they pronounce sen- 
tence of death. Overhead a picture shows 
a figure hanging on a gallows. 

The contrast between the judge and the 
two other figures is marked: the one is 
of little size and shrivellee up; the 
others are great brawny lu.ips of coarse 
and vulgar humanity. The workmanship 
is extremely fine. 


A SPLENDID PORTRAIT. 

Another picture by Sir William Orpen 
is a portrait of Dame Madge Kendal. The 
figure is seated, and round the shoulders 
is a brown wrap lined with turquoise blue. 
On the head is the familiar flat bonnet. 
The face is that of the well-known actress, 
a triumph of portraiture, with the genial 
expression, the well-known twinkle in the 
eye, and the natural tints. I imagine 
that this is one of the finest portraits 
that this artist (who has painted so 
many) has yet done. 


MRS. LAURA KNIGHT. 


Mrs. Laura Knight, the new associate, 
has no fewer than six pictures on the 
line, and each a work of power and im- 
portance. ‘‘The Toilet,” a study of a 
nude woman with fair hair seated on a 
chair, is a great picture. Some of the 
flesh tints are very fine, though some will 
wonder at the. almost coppery shade on 
some parts of the trunk. There is no 
sense of ultra-refinement about this pre- 
sentment—it is frankly the picture of a 
woman. It.is a little curious that the 
hanging committee should have placed 
another picture by Mrs. Laura Knight, 
“Daughters of the Sea,” among the 
spiritual paintings of Mz. Sims, but 
there it is, and three very fine young 
women returning from bathing sit on the 
rocks to dry themselves. A beautiful sea- 
scape fills the background, and masses of 
rock provide a contrast to the flesh tints

“The Path Along the Stream” is a 
delightful composition, by Mr. Stanhope 
Forbes, of a country scene.

Hardy,’’ and has been successful in both. 


THE NURSE. 

‘The Nurse,” by Mr L Campbell 
Taylor, is a picture that appeals. It 
shows a blue-gowned nurse seated by a 
patient who is not shown. A big green 
screen shades the light from the bed, but 
falls in part on the nurse. The atmo- 
sphere is one of peace and restfulness, and 
the play of light and shadow cleverly 
caught. : : 

Mr. Alfred J. Munnings is represented 
by a number of equestrian studies, includ- 
ing ‘‘Saddling Up for the Grand 
National, 1919, before the Snowstorm.’’ 
A gay scene full of gay life and colour, 
with dark snow-laden clouds filling the 
background. 

‘‘Edom of Gordon,” by Sir D. Y. 
Cameron, is a landscape conveying a 
sense of overwhelming tragedy. A ruined 
castle stands on a hil) surrounded by wild 


ing clouds. ‘‘ Woods at Cagnes, France,”’ 
by Sir H. Hughes-Stanton, is one of a 
number of. landscapes of singular beauty 
and expression. 

“A Provencal Hillside,”” a study. of 
orange grove, with girl and his usual sun- 
spangled effects, is one of the most notable 
of the works of Mr. La Thangue. 

“ The Library, Chesterfield House,” by 
Mr. Richard Hack, is a beautiful in- 
terior in restful shades of grey and brown 
with a touch of sunlight. 


CARDINAL OF NEW YORK. 


Sir John Lavery has a fine subject in 
the ‘‘Cardinal-Archbishop of New York. 
A handsome man, clothed in scarlet robes 
with a lace cotta, gazes calmly out of the 
picture. Ease and dignity are admirably 
combined. The painting of the head is 
particularly good. 

“Gordon Selfridge, Esa., is another 
of Sir William Orpen’s magnificent 
portraits. “Mrs. Frank S. Perhouse,’’ a 
portrait by Sir Frank Dicksee, P-R.A., is 
a marvel of technique. The figure is robed 
in white satin and lace, with touches olf 
green, in emerald jewels. At the back is 
a drapery of deep pink. The figure is 
characterised, however, by an air of dis- 
dain, which does not add greatly to its 
attraction. 7 

“The Braham Moor Hounds,’’ another 
Munnings, shows three huntsmen in pink, 
outlined against landscape stretching away 
into space. The pack fill the foreground, 
and the picture suggests movement and 
life. “The Lumber Room,” by Isabe! 
Codrington, is a remarkable study of still 
life. A few odds and ends are given with 
absolute fidelity, the sheen on some old 
tins being rendered to perfection. It is 
matter of fact, but thoroughly artistie and 
pleasing. | ' 

‘Rene, the Seeker,” by Mr. James 
Quinn, shows a young man, slightly 
bearded, seated garing into space with a 
far-away look in his eyes. An artist, his 
work is depicted in a mirror behind him. 
Tt is a satisfying work. 


MORE PORTRAITS. 

“The Rev. Dr. Samuel Bickersteth, 
Canon of Canterbury Cathedral] and 
Chaplain to H.M. the King,’ by Mr. 
Maurice Griffen Hagen, is an elderly 
cleric, in red and black robes. Head and 
hands are marvellously painted, and the 
portrait is one of outstanding merit. 

“The Right Hon. D. Liloyd-George, 
O.M., M.P.,” is another Orpen portrait. 
The subject is seated in a characteristic 
attitude, and the head is adorned with 
that curious sweep of hair affected on occa- 
sions. The face, however, seems rather 
fuller than in the original, and it scarcely 
conveyed the sense of keenness possessed 
by Mr. Lloyd George. | | 

A past, when things were taken with 
greater leisure than is possible nowadays, 
is shown in pictures by Mr. Jacques F. 
Blanche—“ Lunch-Time, Carlton House 
Terace,’’ and “ Brighton.’’ Elegant women 
and handsome equipages figure in the days 
Of the 'seventies in the former, while the 
other depicts the front at the great seaside 
resort at a later date. Both are pleasing 
studies. 


SOME WORKS FROM IRELAND. 

Mr. John Keating, Killakee, Rathfarn- 
ham, Dublin, has two paintings this year, 
both remarkable works. One, “ Past, 
Definite, Future, Periect,’’ depicts an old 
fortune teller with cards and a young 
listener. The, face of the old woman is a 
marvellous work, it carries the conviction 
of a great old age, while the face of the 
younger woman ts quite as satisfactory in 
another way.

The news from China has ceased to be 
merely confusing and has become grave. 
Some -weeks ago the Nanking Government 
resumed its campaign against the North, 
and launched a large army upon the road 
to Peking. 
manded by Chiang Kai-shek, who is in 
doubtful alliance with Feng Yu-hsiang, 
the controller of three western provinces.

success ; for they crossed the Yellow River 
without resistance, over-ran the wretched 
and oft-hatried Province of Shantung, and 
to-day are less than four hundred miles 
from the gates of Peking.

the Chinese advance the Japanese Govern- 
ment despatched a small expeditionary 
force to Tsinanfu. It is reported to-day 
that serious fighting has taken place be- 
tween these troops and the forces of 
Chiang Kai-shek, and that the Chinese 
were the aggressors. The fighting started 
on Thursday, when Chinese soldiers began 
to loot and shoot in the Japanese settle- 
ment. It was stopped as a result of 
Japanese protests to Chiang Kai-shek, 
but was renewed yesterday on a fiercer and 
A number—as yet unknown 
Japanese residents has been 
massacred.

If the two 
thousand Japanese troops, now marching 
from Tsingtao, and the further reinforce- 
ments, now hurrying by sea, fail to avert 
a Japanese tragedy at Tsinanfu, it must 
have shattering effects in the Far East. 
Even if Chiang Kai-Shek can call his 
troops to order before the worst happens,

this affair must create heavy trouble be- 


tween the Japanese Government and the 
Government of Southern China. The latter’s 
Commissioner for Foreign Affairs ‘at 
Shanghai has been instructed to lodge an 
urgent protest with the Japanese Goverp- 
ment against the murder of a high Chinese 
official, with his whole staff, by the 
Japanese troops at Tsinanfu. No doubt, 
General Fukada will put another aspect 
on the story; but it is manifest that 
Chiang Kai-Shek intends to meet Japan’s 
grievance with a counter-grievance. It 
seems, therefore, that whatever may 
happen at Tsinanfu, Japan must be 
inyolved henceforward in the battle over 
the prostrate body of China. 

The immediate results of the fighting 


| at Tsinanfu cannot be predicted, but they 


are likely to be various and far-reaching. 
{t appears that Chiang Kai-shek’s designs 
upon Peking have received a staggering 
blow. -A few days ago his prospects of 
success were bright.

Soviet 
Russia is anxious to make a good im- 
pression on the Afghan King; and to that 
end Moscow during his stay will cease to 
be the capital of the Bolshevist State, and 
for a brief period will return to its old 
‘‘ capitalist ’’ ways. A minor difficulty has 
been the provision of a suitable residence. 
Since the establishment of the Communist 
State the ancient glories have departed 
from Moscow. All the fine old houses, 
formerly inhabited by the Russian 
aristocracy, have been converted into 
workers’ dwellings or museums; and after 
much difficulty the reception committee 
was forced to commandeer one of the 
latter and to re-convert it into a private 
residence. In order to find suitable 
furniture the Bolsheviks ransacked the 
city. No trouble was spared, and it seems 
that finally the house in which King 
Amanullah is staying was furnished in 
the most lavish style with stolen goods. 
The chief object of his Bolshevist hosts 
will be to undo the good work that was 
done by the British Government during 
King Amanullah’s visit to England. 
Afghanistan constitutes a key position in 
Folshevist strategy. Russia has not 
changed, despite the violent upheaval of 
1917. Just as in the old Tsarist days the 
eyes of the Russian eagle were fixed on 
India and the rich plains of the Punjab, so 
the new rulers of the Communist Republic 
are hoping to undermine British influence 
throughout the East. If they could secure 
the good-will of the Afghans, half their 
tattle would be won; and they will strain 
every nerve, while King Amanullah is 
among them, to convince him of the value 
of their friendship. Bolshevist Russia is 
playing a wicked game. Its rulers realise 
clearly that the greatest obstacle in the 
path of the world revolution is the British 
Empire. The British people throughout 
the world have taken up the Bolsheviks’ 
impudent challenge, and by the force of 
an idea which is superior to the Com- 
munist idea have beaten them. Moscow 
does not forget this fact, and will do 
everything in its power to have its 
revenge. Fortunately, King Amanullah 
has had an ‘opportunity to see for 
himself the condition in which the 
“oppressed’’ people of the capitalist 
States’ are living, and in Moscow he 
will learn to appreciate the blessings of 
Golshevism. If, and when, he is required 
to make his choice between the two 
systems of civilisation, we have no doubt 
which it will be;

Unemployment Insurance. 


In Dáil Eireann yesterday the problem 
of unemployment insurance benefits as be- 
tween the Free State on the one side, and 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland on 
the other, was raised again. Under the 
existing system the worker in the Free 
State who takes a temporary job in Great 
Britain or Northern Ireland, while he 
must pay his contributions, is debarred 
from benefit, as he is domiciled in the 
Saorstát. This handicap applies to large 
numbers of migratory labourers who go 
every year in search of work to England or 
Northern Ireland, and also to alj Free 
State citizens who are serving in British 
merchant ships. Mr. P. J. McGilligan, 
Minister for Industry and Commerce, told 
the Ddil that repeated attempts had been 
made to secure a reciprocal arrangement 
between the Free State and the two other 
countries concerned, but nothing had been 
done to remove the anomaly of the present 
situation.

One of the most remarkable develop- 
ments in aerial transport during recent 
years has been the rapid growth of air 
mail services. While the attention of the 
general public has been ~concentrated en 
spectacular flights, of small commercia! 
value, the post offices of many countries 
have been taking mére and more advan- 
tage of the aeroplane as a mail carrier; 
and it will be remembered that before 
Colonel Lindbergh made his historic flight 
from America to Europe he had been em- 
ployed for some years on a long distance 
air mail service in the United States. 
Throughout the British Empire the de- 
velopment of air mail services 1s proceed- 
ing at a great pace. The Commonwealth 
of Australia has just: voted £200,000 for 
the establishment of air mail services 
round the Continent, and £100,000 is 
being devoted: to a like purpose in the 
Hong-Kong area. The .Union of South 
Africa is spending about £8,000 a year on 
its air mails, and even the Malaya 
Peninsula soon will have a well-equipped 
fleet of aeroplanes for the carriage of its 
letters. In the meanwhile, although the 
idea of air mails is being seized eagerly 
by the British people at the ends of the 
earth, little or no progress is being made 
in these islands. We understand that a 
far-reaching scheme for England is under 
consideration at present, but hitherto 
nothing at all has been done in this 
country. An air mail service linking 
Dublin and Belfast with London and 
Manchester would be of very great value 
to Free State and Northern Irish business 
men, and it seems strange that the country 
which has produced a member of the 
Bremen’s crew cannot boast of a single 
commercial air service. Transport by air, 
of course, costs money; but the time 1s 
at hand when no country will be able to 
do without it. If. the Malaya Peninsula 
can have its mails carried by air, surely 
the Free State can co-operate with Great 
Britain in at least one service between the 
two islands. |

Dog-Racing.

Aus- 
tralian motor cyclists are to appear at 
meetings to be held at the White City, 
Harringay, Birmingham and Leeds, and 
it is noticeable that the Greyhound 
Racing Association has made an arrange- 
ment by which the meetings will take 
place on their tracks. Dirt-track racing 
looks daring and dangerous; but. in 
practice it is not. le tracks are of 
cinders and brick dust, and the motor 
cycle riders are able to. lean over the 
corners at alarming angles, while their 
back wheels churn up the cinders, the 
back wheel setting up a gyroscopic action 
and preserving stability at an angle at 
which balance would seem impossible. 
The main thrill is provided by the skid- 
turning on the bends. 


German Shipping. 


Reports from Berlin concerning. negotia- 
tions for the amalgamation of important 
German shipping lines are not taken very 
seriougly in London; for reports of a 
somewhat similar character have been 
current from time to time during the past 
few years. Both the great German lines 
engaged in the Atlantic passenger service 
shortly will be putting new vessels into 
commission, and, possibly, for a time the 
Atlantic “ record ” may pass to Germany -: 
but this situation has been foreseen by 
British lines, and plans to recapture the 
‘“‘ record,”’ if need be, are well advanced. 


Atlantic Liners. 


Competition on the Atlantic route 1:

It is said that, except for certain 
parts of the Atlantic trade, big liners ar 
ceclining in popularity among passengers. 


A Thunderstorm. 


London had a restless night ; for it was 
visited by a thunderstorm of exceptional 
violence and duration. There was very 
little wind, so that the clouds moved but 
slowly, and the storm hung over Southern 
London for nearly three hours. The 
lightning was extremely vivid, and at 
times the flashes were so frequent that 
the neighbourhood was illuminated for 
minutes at a time. Torrents of rain and 
hail showers accompanied the storm in 
places. Many people remained up until 
the early hours rather than seek rest, 
which was impossible.to obtain. 


Some Casualties. 


A number of houses and places in 
London were struck by lightning ‘during 
the course of the storm, and considerable 
damage was done, though no lives were 
lost. The fire brigade was called out three 
times to deal with fires, while a tramcar 
at Croydon was struck and the fuse 
burned out. None of the passengers was 
injured beyond a slight electric shock. A 
block of flats in Pimlico was struck, and 
the inhabitants, greatly alarmed, ran out 
into the street in their night clothes, and 
stood in the heavy rain until assured that 
they might return with safety. Th: 
prospect of further storms is not remote 
owing to the existence of a small bad 
weather area over France.

CHINESE USING ARTILLERY:

PEKING, Friday. 

The Japanese Legation states that the 
Chinese leaders at Tsinanfu came to an 
agreement with the Japanese whereby 
they would withdraw from the Japanese 
settlement by 7 o’clock this morning, but 
at 11 o’clock Chinese troops massed on 
the Eastern border of the settlement and 
attempted to rush it.

HOW THE PROHIBITION 
WILL WORK. 
BANKERS’ VIEWS. 
LARGELY A QUESTION 
OF ADJUSEMENT

The managers of several big banks in 
Dublin were not greatly perturbed when 
an Irish Times representative interviewed 
them yesterday regarding the situation 
created by the introduction in the House 
of Commons of the bill that prohibits the 
banks in Northern Ireland from paying 
out or circulating any bank, or other note, 
which forms part of the currency of any 
country outside the United Kingdom. 

The general opinion in Dublin was 
that, when the bill becomes law, matters, 
so far as trade and commerce are con- 
cerned, will remain very much as they 
are at present. 


A QUESTION OF ADJUSTMENT. 

“ We foresee no difficulty whatever,” 
said one manager; “it is only a question 
of adjustment, and nobody, as far as 
can be seen, will be put to any great in- 
convenience. 

“The position will. be like this,” he 
added: “ Neither in Northern Ireland 
nor the Free State will banks be able 
to issue for circulation the notes which 
are the currency of the other State. 
This, however, does not mean that Free 
State notes may not be tendered for 
goods received in Northern Ireland, or 
that Northern. Ireland notes may not 
paid in the Free State for purchases 
made there. It only means that the 
banks in the North must issue their own 
notes and no others, and that in the 
Free State only Free State notes may 
be paid out. That is all, and I do not 
anticipate any great difficulty. 


FREE CIRCULATION. 

“Tn fact, Free State notes will cir- 
culate freely in the six counties, and 
vice versa. If a man goes from the Free 
State to a Northern Ireland mafket to 
buy cattle, he may be sure that his Free 
State notes will be gladly accepted by 
the seller, and, similarly, a Free State 
seller of any commodity will take in re- 
turn for his goods Northern notes. So, 
too, in Great Britain I cannot con- 
ceive any set of circumstances in which 
a level-headed British business-man 
would decline ‘to take as payment for 
what he sells either Free State or 
Northern notes, which he can lodge in his 
bank and get full value.” 


THE CHANGE-OVER. wae 

These views are. reassuring, but it 18 
not at all certain that inconveniences will 
not. result during the initial stages of the 
change from the existing system to the 
new one. 

The British- bill provides that the 
Treasury may by any general or special 
licence authorise. to some extent the 
issue by Northern banks of notes other 
than their. own, and the Free State 
Currency Act . lays it - down that 

The Currency Commission may make 
regulations for the purpose of enabling 
reasonable facilities to be given by banks 
to persons about to travel out of the Free 
State for obtaining bank notes other than 
consolidated bank notes. 

Presumably those with banking accounts 
will have no difficulty m petting at their 
banks British bank notes if they are going 
to Great Britain or Northern. Ireland. 

Will the man who has no banking 
account get similar facilities, or must he 
go to a money changer, and pay a discount 
for the changing of his notes? Hitherto 
he had no trouble in changing Trish bank 
notes into British Treasury notes, which 
are legal tender in all three States. Some 
inconvenience, it seems, must result in 
this respect. 


BRITISH NOTES. 

Thousands of British tourists come to 
this country every year. The Treasury 
notes they bring with them are always 
acceptable. Will they remain so, or must 
the tourists change their British notes 
for Free State notes? A prominent Dublin 
bank manager, when asked this question 
yesterday, said that this presented no 
difficulty .whatever. British notes, he de- 
clared, would always be taken at their 
full value 

These questions, of course. relate only 
t> the note issues. The new Free State 
coinagé has: still to come, and, in the 
opinion of some, it may cause much more 


inconvenience. : 


A PROBLEM SOLVED. 

In the bill before the House of Commons 
the Hibernian Bank and the Munster and 
Leinster Bank are not given a quota of 
notes in Northern Ireland like the other 
banks operating there. . It will be un- 
necessary for the Munster and Leinster 
Bank and the Hibernian Bank to go to 
the great expense of producing bank notes 
of their own, as the other Free State 
banks operating in the North of Ireland 
will do; for their branches there can 
cbtain from the Bank of Ireland or from 
the new Bank of England £1 and 10s.

COLLISION. 
GREEK STEAMER SUNK 
BY WARSHI?.

Early this morning it was re rted that 
the Royal Fleet auxiliary Bacchus, which 
had collided with and sunk the Greek 


steamer Ionnis Fafalios in the English 
Channel yesterday, was being towed into 
Portland by a destroyer. ! 

Details of the collision had not been 
received in London at two o'clock this 
morning, but short wireless messages from 
several steamers indicate that twelve 
members of the crew of the Greek vessel 
perished. 

Yesterday afternoon the 
issued the following report :— 

“The Royal Fleet auxiliary Bacchus 
reports having sunk the ss, Ionnis 
Fafalios in latitude 50 degrees eight 
minutes north, longitude two degrees five 
minutes west, at noon to-day. Bacchus 
is standing by picking up men, and re- 
quiries no assistance. 

“Bacchus is the store ship to the Medi- 
terranean Fleet. The Ionnis Fafalios is 
a Greek steamer of 3,100 tons.” 


THE SEARCH. 

The collision seems to have occurred 
during a dense fog. No fewer than eleven 
vessels picked up the S.O.S. that was 
sent out by the Bacchus and steamed 
full speed to the rescue. They had dliffi- 
culty in locating her, however, and were 
informed by wireless that she had picked 
up all the members of the crew of the 
Ionnis Fafalios and was not in immediate 
need of assistance. 

This message must have been sent out 
before the full extent of the damage to 
the Bacchus had been ascertained; for 
half an hour later another S.O.S. stated 
that she was in distress and making 
water. forward. This was followed by a 
message which stated that the position 
was so critical that the crew, with the 
survivors of the Greek steamer had been 
ordered to abandon ship. 

H.M.S. Tiger, the destroyer Salmon, 
and two tugs were ordered to leave Port- 
land to join in the search. 

The steamer Baron Maclay seemed to 
have been the first to sight the distressed 
warship. She sent out the followmg: 
“ Am near Bacchus. Can see him sinking 
by head slowly. Position 50.20 North, 
1.50 West.”

SAVED. 

For several hours nothing more was 
heard at Portland of the progress of. the 
search, but at 10.30 last night it was 
announced that H.M.S. Tiger had the 
Bacchus in tow and that the destrover 
Salmon had found the lifeboats containing 
members of the crew and the survivors of 
the Greek steamer, and was towing them 
to port. 

The’ Press Association’s Special Corre- 
spondent at Portland, telephoning shortly 
after two o'clock this morning, states :—- 
“Ten Greek sailors were drowned and 
two died after being picked up. The 
Bacchus has arrived at. Portland. 

“The Greek cantain 
ofhcer were drowned. 
sank in three minutes. 

“The Bacchus reached Portland about 
two o'clock this morning. Thirty-five of 
the crew of the Bacchus were Janded by 
the destroyer Salmon, but the remainder 
staved on board.” 

The Bacchus was a store carrier.of two 
thousand tons capacity. The name of her 
master is given in the Navy List as T. 
Banbury, and that of the chief officer as 
S. M. Woodward, and the chief engineer 
as J. B. Ruyssell.

TWO NEW RELEASE

_ Simultaneously with the operation of 
this Order of the Department, an Order 
of the British Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries comes into force, the effect of 
which is to reduce the time of detention 
for Irish animals in Great Britain to the 
normal period of six days from time of 
movement out oí the landing places. 
Animals landed prior to 7th instant will 
be released from detention not later than 
14th instant.

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THE SITUATION IN

ANOTHER SUDDEN

Nobody with even the . most superticial 
and casual knowledge of Chinese affairs 
will be at all surprised’ to hear that the 


_ whole’ situation has been. changed again 


in forty-eight hours. ' Three days ago 
European observers of experience in that 
country had a feeling that at last a 
collapse oí tlie Northerhers might be 
imminent. By yesterday ‘the immediate 
grounds for this assumption had. vanished, 
as they have vanished. after previous 
alarms, and the Southerners * or 
Nationalists, not the Northerners, . had 
serious “reasons for  wneasiness. © The 
Northerners had begun ‘to retreat from 
their west íront on the Peking-Hankow 
railway, as well as from their east front 
in Shantung—in both cases, it need hardly 
be _said, for the ostensible purpose of 
shortening their lines. Yesterday they 
were pressing forward towards the Yellow 
River on the west. while on the east 
Chiang Kai-shek’s soldiers at Tsinanfu 
had got out of hand, fired upon troo 
of the Japanese ‘Expeditionary Force in 
that, city, and compelled the Japanese to 
fire back in self-defence. So far as can 
be judged from the reports issued in 
Tokyo and Shanghai, the Japanese appear 
to have acted with exemplary moderation. 
The affair, however, assumed considerable 
proportions. - The Japanese are said to 
have lost five killed and over fifty 
wounded, and the Chinese 100 killed and 
1,500 taken prisoners and disarmed. Some 
looting took place after the Northerners 
abandoned the city yesterday. week, but 
until’ Thursday the agreement. for the 
preservation of order, hicks the Japanese 
Commander had made with the 
Southerners on their arrival last Tuesday, 
had been observed. cu 

Confidence, it is said, was so far restored 
that on Thursday the Japanese soldiers 
guarding the quarter in which. most of 
their countrymen reside were withdrawn, 
and the wire defences they had con- 
structed - were removed. ‘Looting of 
Japanese property by individuals followed, 
and. when the Japanese battalion 
stationed in the quarter interfered, 2,000 
Nationalist soldiers guartered close at 
hand came to the rescue of the criminals 
and opened fire on the Japanese troops, 
The commander complained to Chiang, 
who sent officers to bring the soldiers to 
obedience, but the men persisted in their 
attacks. Fighting continued throughout the 
day, was renewed in the night, and was 
not finally suppressed until yesterday 
morning. 

It is gratifying to learn. that the 
Japanese Government. are disposed to treat 
the incident with sobriety and sound judg- 
nient, The Prime Minister has spoken 
of it-in the Diet as an outbreak of un- 
disciplined troops, and has stated that it 
will not affect the relations between Japan 
and China. While, so far, there is no 
report of popular agitation. upon’ it—a 
point of some importatice~ where the 
Government has but a slender and doubt- 
ful majority—unfortunately, the attitude 
of Kuomintang or Nationalist circles is 
reported to be very different. Their 
passion is said to be beyond bounds—in 
part, no doubt, because they fear that. the 
great.

There was a lack of reality about the 
proceedings yesterday.

Theatre production of 1902). The kindly 
Fates are building a néw restaurant for 
senators, deputies, and even Pressmen, 
and they were sweatingly and anxiously 
Swinging massive girders into position.

There was a very conscientious, but 
unexciting, debate on the vote ‘for 
£15,551 for the expenses of the “ Indus- 
trial and . Commercial Registration 
Office,’ of whose existence four-fifths of 
the House had not known until they saw 
the order paper. It was notable’ chiefly 
for Mr, McGilligan’s endeavour to ex- 
plain to Mr. Corry the relative valees of 
a Minister with £1,700 a year and a de- 
puty with £360. 


“A WAY THEY HAVE IN THE 
NAVY.’’ 

Mr. Dolan, the unobtrusive Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Ministry for 
Industry and Commerce, resurrected the 
Swiss Navy for the benefit of the House. 
Mr. Blythe had laconically moved a vote 
of £3,515 for “the Marine. Service,” and 
Fianna Fail came out strong in the Rosa 
Dartle vein, wanting to know where this 
marine. service was kept, and, if so, why. 

Dr. Tubridy was most inquisitive, and 
stampeded Mr. Dolan into admitting 
that the coast life-saving services never 
went to sea. “‘As a matter of fact,” 
said the hapless Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, “ our service loeg not go on the 
water at all.” 

The House—all parts of it—roared at 
this’ new development of the “ dry land 
sailor ” idea. 

A very sparsely filled House debated 
with deadly solemnity a vote for £150,726 
to complete the sum necessary for unem- 
ployment insurance and labour benefit. 
The stark fact that emerged from it was 
that the Free State Government had 
utterly failed‘ to persuade the British 
Goverament and the Northern Government 
to enter into an arrangement for recipro- 
city in the payment of benefits. 

Mr. Coburn stressed the ineffable 
stupidity of this state of affairs, but the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce could 
only repeat that the Northern Government 
would not budge in the matter. 

“Perhaps,’’ suggested Captain Red- 
mond, “the British Government would be 
more amenable.”’ 

“The British Government,” said Mr. 
McGilligan, “ broke off negotiations.’’ 

He said that the matter would not be 
lost sight of, and the House passed the 
vote, with a strong suspicion that there 
was something wrong in the State of 
Denmark. 


WHEN GREEK JOINS GREEK. 

The old phrase about Greek joining 
Greek was recalled when Mr. Mulcahy, 
the Chairman of the Gaeltacht Commis- 
sion, entered the lists against the Opposi- 
| tion pro ists of a-Gaelic-Ireland, One 
gathered from Mr. de Valera that he was 
indignantly repudiating the suggestion 
that he was a dreamer, while at the same 
time he was insinuating that the Minister 
for Finance was a very sordid and 
materialistic person. 

A dull debate led in the course of time 
to the only division of the day, with Mr. 
O’Reilly, as previously explained, being 
unwittingly accused of a Jekyll and Hyde 
personality. . 

On Wednesday afternoon next the Legis- 
lature will again toregather.

HOW IT WORKS IN THE 


UNITED STATES.

HOUSE OF COMMONS, Friday. 

The Speaker took the chair at 11 o'clock, 

Gir James Agg Gardner was loudly cheered 

rising to move the reading of the 
Bivc-Purchase System Bill, which seeks to 
amend the Law of Distress (Bankruptcy) in 
its relation to the hire-purchase system. Sir 
James, who is Chairman of Kitchen Com- 
mittee of the House, had mot previously ad- 
dressed the House on any bill for some hfteen 
gests. He said that the object of the bill 
was to relieve the property of a hire-trader, 
held under a bona-fide ent with a hire- 
yurchaser, from liability for the debts of the 
gnáis 

It had been stated that from 50 to 80 per 
cent. of the motor cars, 70 per cent. of the 
sewing machines, and 80 per cent. of the 
pianos and gramaphones sold in this country 
were disposed of on the hire-purchase system. 
He submitted that the time had come when 
the relief afforded by the Act of 1908 to 
tenants in general should be extended to the 
bire trader. The bill asked only for an act 
of justice to an undertaking that had ad- 
mitiedly bestowed many benefits on the com- 
munity, and it embodied a time-honoured 
principle that one man’s goods must not 
taken fo pay another man’s debts, That was 
the cardinal principle of the bill. 

AMERICA'S EXAMPLE. i 

Sir John Power seconded the motion. Speak- 
ing of the growth of the hire-purchase system, 
he said that there was undoubtedly something 
to be said for having the means of living a 
fuller life and attaining to a higher standard 
of living while one was young and the blood 
was hot enough for enjoyment. The pre- 
valence of the system rendered it necessary 
to consider the whole subject from an en- 
tirely new standpoint. Dealing with the posi- 
tion in the United States, he said that 70 per 
cent. of the furniture was sold there on the 
hive-purchase system, and an enormous amount 
of ciothlág, So prevalent was the system 
that it had been said that an American baby 
was born into a hire-purchase cradle, it was 
brought up in an atmosphere of deferred pay- 
ment, it received its education on the instal- 
ment plan, and when it arrived at maturity 
it. purchased the necessities and luxuries vl 
life, such as a motor car, a wife, and a home 
on the instalment plan. (Laughter.) 

An fon. Members” What about the 
wedding: ring ?” 

Sir John replied that a great deal of the 
jewellery was also bought on the instalment 
plan, and, he continued) when an American 
_ died he went down fo the grave leaving 
behind him a train of uncompleted instal- 
ment payments. (Laughter.) —. 

Sir H. Foster moved the rejection of the 
Lill, whieh, he said, would make any distress 
unsafe, as the landlord would not know 
whether “the goods were held on the hire 
system or not. There was no injustice to 
the creditor who supplied goods under the 
existing Jaw. It was his business to satisfy 
himself that if he supplied goods he had a 
reasonable chance of being paid for them. 
The bill would encourage thriftiessness and 
irresponsibility. 

Sir Robert Gower, in seconding the motion 
for rejection, characterised the measure as 
a hire trader's protection bill. 


LAW OFFICER'S OBJECTION. 

Sir F. B. Merriman, ‘Solicitor-General, 
opposed the biil. He said that its morits 
seemed to him to vary in inverse ratio to 
the merits of the mover. (Laughter.) The 
genuine hire’ purchase system had, unques- 
tionably, come to stay, and it served an ex- 
tremely useful purpose in the file of the 
community. The risks attendant upon the 
system were well known, and were allowed 
for in the price of the goods, and hire pur- 
chase was not usually regarded as one of 
the depressed trades of the country. (Laugh- 
ter.) At all events, in spite of these risks, 
there seemed to be some margin of profit 
available for the purpose of informing every 
man of the conveniences of the system, 
(Laughter. ) 

His fear with regard to the bill was that 
the exemption given to goods obtained on the 
hire-purchase system would paralyse the law 
of distress, not only with regard to rent, but 
also with rgard to rates and taxes. It was 
notorious that the ostensible hire-purchase 
agreement was the instrument which was 
most readily available to the fraudulent trader 
or tenant, to put his goods out of the reach 
of his creditors. It was the recognised dis- 
guise for the unregistered bill of sale. As a 
law officer of the Crown, he had a direct 
interest in the matter, for the difficulties of 
the collector of taxes, when shown an 
ostensible hire-purchase agreement, would be 
Ag the same as those of the certifieated 
wiliff levying on, behalí of the landlord. I 
might be a good thing to abolish the law of 
distress, but it should be done in an open 
way, and not by a _ backstairs method. 
(Cheers. ) 

Mr. R. Morrison was speaking in support 
of the bill when the House was counted out.

EX-MINISTER THREATENED. 


From Revuter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
VIENNA, Friday. 

Violent scenes, during which members 
almost came to blows and which necessi- 
tated the suspension of yesterday's sitting 
of the Yugo-Slav Skupshtina, are re- 
ported in a Belgrade telegram. 

The trouble arose, it is stated, out of a 
motion sponsored by M. Pribitchevitch, 
leader of the Independent Democratic 
Party, and M. Raditch, the Croat Peasant 
leader, declaring that it was the Prime 
Minister's duty to attend every sitting 
of the Skupshtina. M. Pribitchevitch, in 
support of the motion, raised a storm of 
protests when he said that the State was 
subservient to the sovereignty of the 
people, and that those who opposed the 
present Government were not revolu- 
tionaries. 

Such was the heat engendered that the 

sitting had to be suspended. When it was 
resumed, M. Raditch spoke, criticising the 
Government, and, among other things, 
called the Prime Minister a liar. The 
Ministerial benches rose in protest, and 
an ugly rush was made for the Oroat 
leader. Only the intervention of his 
supporters, followed by a second suspen- 
sion. saved him from a rough handling. 


DUTCH FEN FIRES 
SPREADING, 


AREA OF GERMAN 
FRONTIER EVACUATED. 


From Revrer’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
AMSTERDAM, Friday. 

The fen fives in the Province of 
Drenthe continue with undiminished 
vigour, and it is feared that only heavy 
rain and the cessation of the wind can 
stop them. The fires are spreading owing 
to the inadequacy of the fire extinguishing 
apparatus in the sparsely populated moor- 
land region. 

The district round Emmen, on the Ger- 
man frontier, is now a raging furnace, 
and many houses are burning, so that it 
has been necessary to evacuate an area of 
several miles. 

Atmospheric conditions in the stricken 
area resemble those in an eclipse of the 
sun, and the dense, suffocating smoke- 
clouds are visible for miles.

FOUR MEN SENTENCED, 


At Loughrea . District Court five young 
men—Joseph Finnerty, Michael Finnerty 
(brothers), Patrick aks, John Donion, and 
Kevin Ryan—were charged. with unlawful 
assembly at Cascorrig on April 20th last. 

The evidence showed that a man named 
Thomas Finnerty, Esher, Athenry (brother. 
of the defendants, Joseph and Michael Fin- 
nerty), owned some land, comprising about 
10 statute acres, at Cascorrig, near Lough- 
rea. As a result. of some transactions between 
himself and the National Bank, Loughrea, 
the land came into the custody of the Courts. 
A receiver was appointed, and the grazing 
of the land was let on the eleven. months’ 
system to a man named Patrick Finnerty, 
an ex-R.I.C. constable, residing at: Loughrea.

District Justice Cahill, holding that the 
offence was proved, said that it was his in- 
tention to take steps to put, an end to this 
state of things for all time. This type of 
case, fortunately, at the present time was 
very rare. 

The maximum sentence that he had power 
to impose was six months’ imprisonment, 
and he had no hesitation in sentencing the 
defendants to six months, with hard labour, 
with the exception of Kevin Ryan, who, 
whether it was right or wrong, signed the 
statement made to the Guards, and against 
whom informations were refused.

INTERESTING DECISION IN 
BELFAST CASE. 


The question whether a tenant of a fur- 
nished house can recover overcharges in rent 
for a period exceeding six months was raised 
in a rent appeal which was heard by Lord 
Justice Best in the King’s Bench Division 
Belfast, yesterday. v. 

Under the orthern Ireland Acts the 
tenants of unfurnished houses can recover 
overcharges of rent for a period of six months 


prior to the date of action, and the Recorder 


of Belfast, in effect, held that the tenant of 
a furnished house could go further back than 
this in claiming relief. 

In the original action heard by the Re- 
corder, the Misses Mary and Martha O'Neill, 
formerly of No, 1 Clonard street, Belfast. 
but now of 25 Jackson street, Paterson, New 
Jersey, United. States, were plaintiffs, and 
Joseph Keenan, No. 1 Clonard street, was 


+defendant. Plaintiffs claimed for £35 17s. 6d., 


whereof £22 17s, 6d. was for arrears of rent. 
of a furnished house, 1 Clonard street, up to 
Ist June, 1927, under written agreement of 
16th July, 1924, at a yearly rent of £58 10s., 


and £15 was for damage to furniture in the 


house. 

The defendant alleged that the rent 
charged for the premises showed a profit ot 
more than 25 per cent. in excess of the profit 
which might have been obtained from a 
similar letting on órd August, 1914, and 
asked for an order assessing a proper rent 
under the Act, and for an order that the 
rent, so far as it exceeded the 25 per cent. 
profit thereon, should be irvackwéckble, 

The Recorder assessed the proper rent as 
payable in respect of the furnished house, 
with 25 per cent. profit, as 13s, Sd. per week, 
and gave a decree against the s for 
£47 10s., with credit for £5 13s. Gd. -H was 
contended by plaintiffs’ counsel. before the 
Recorder that the defendant. could not recover 
arrears beyond a period of six months under 
the Act of 1925, while the defendant contended 
that he could recover over the whole period 
of letting. Against this the plaintiffs 
appealed. 

Lord Justice Best affirmed the decision of 
the Recorder with costs.

WOMEN IN SOCIAL WORK. 


“The Protection of Women and Girls ” was 
the subject oí an address given yesterday by 
Miss F. Higson, head of the Josephine Butler 
Memorial House, Liverpool, at 5 Leinster 
street, Dublin. 

Mrs. Cosgrave, who presided, spoke of the 
interest in the work that Jose bine Butler 
had devoted her hie to which the centenary 
had aroused, and the necessity that all who 
have such matters at heart should help to 
carry on the work. 

Miss Higson said that there was now a 
great day of opportunity for women in social 
work. hey were not working in isolation; 
it was realised more and more that it was 
only when men and women worked together 
that the bringing in of better social con- 
ditions would be achieved. 

There were several -important factors con- 
tributing to make this a day of opportunity. 
There was the determination to deal with 
causes rather than with results; it was ver 
symptomatic of women going into social wo 
now that they are less and less content to 
deal with results. The best women to-day 
are no longer content to remain sheltered 
behind the walls of their own homes while 
others suffer from causes of which they know 
nothing. There was a growing sense of 
umity in all social work between men and 
women; the young people of to-day are de- 
termined that they are going to be comrades ; 
it was a mark of real progress. The ‘same 
was true of the unity between religious bodies 
in this work. The Josephine Butler House 
since the day of its inception had been called 
on to receive women representing all religious 
communities. 

The work must begin with the greater pro- 
tection of child life and minors generally, and 
especially the illegitimate child, who by the 
very nature of the case is shorn of its birth- 
right. - In. recent. legislation in England there 
was a very real determination not to penalise 
the illegitimate child. The Affiliation Orders 
Bill had little by little crept up in its whole 
idea of responsibility. 

The following resolutions were put to the 
meeting and passed :'— 

“That this donference of social workers 
earnestly to the Government to brin 

in the promised legislation with regard to (a 
legitimising the child after the marriage of 
the parents if the parents could have legally 
married at the time of birth; (b) Affiliation 
Orders.”’ 

‘Phat this- conference of soctal workers 
urges the need of an adequate body of women 
police, especially to carry out work in con- 
nection with. women and children.
